TOKYO, Feb. 28.—(Fri- 


day)—After two . days of 
the gravest crisis in a gen- 
eration, Tokyo slept easier 
in the early hours today, 
confident that s u n r i s e 
would find the rebel soldiers 
who assassinated four gov- 
ernment dignitaries 
Wednesday 
back in their barracks. 


They cacpitulated last night to 
a government request that they 
quit police 
headquarters 
where 


they had barricaded 
themselves 


In defiance of loyal troops. 


The threat of bloodshed in the 
capital's streets was averted. 


Ranking 
military 
authorities 
•aid they 
were confident that 
danger was past since, under an 
arrangement between tbe rebels 
and the war office, the former 
promised to return to their bar- 
racks and retain their avms, there- 
by escaping the dishonor of being 
disarmed. 


The insurgents began 
before 


midnight the evacuation of the 
buildings they occupied. 
That quarter, of the city was 


shut off from all outside observ- 
ers, behind soldiers armed with 
rifles and fixed bayonets. 


The rebels were stated to be 
leaving their 
captured 
strong- 


hold to return to their own bar- 
racks. 


The capitulation was said by 


the official source to have fol- 
lowed upon the mediation of high 
military authorities on behalf ot 
the nationals government, These 
authorities prevailed upon'the In- 
- surf^Oiits; toi 'aceft<i -pjjfriufc'lfe peace 
in order to avert bloodshed. 


The attention of the whole na- 


tion was riveted on those efforts 
of "mediation going on in the se- 
cluded heart of the bustling, ru- 
mor-ridden city. 


The imperial palace was silent 


behind military barricades of sol- 
diers and loose rolls of barbed 
wire. 


Only an occasional 
automobile 
bearing a statesman or a high ar- 
my officer was admitted into the 
palace grounds. 


Little Appearance of Crises 
With the mantle of snow which 
lies over the country clinging to 
the hoary stone walls rising from 
the broad moats and topped with 
ancient, 
fantastically 
gnarled 


pines, the palace enclosure looked 
like a Japanese print of a medie- 
val scene, far removed 'from the 
20th century political and mili- 
tary crisis. 


Previous to their 
capitulation, 


the rebels, self-styled "direct Ac- 
tion" party members, had with- 
drawn from some of their for- 
merly held position 
before the 
threat of the loyal troops of Lieut. 
Gen. Hokei Kashii, commander of 
the Tokyo garrison and the man 
entrusted with the 
enforcement 


of martial law in the city of To- 
kyo. 


Prince Chichibu, the eldest of 
the emperor's three brothers, was 
authoritatively 
credited with be- 


ing one of the chief reasons that 
the 
rebels 
gave in, since 
the

and the death toll was reported 
high in some places. Many schools 
were closed as pupils and teachers 
were stricken. 


Nine deaths from spinal menin- 


gitis were reported in the Tcxar- 
kana area before physicians ex- 
pressed belief danger of a further 
spread of the disease was curbed. 
Schools, churches, 
theatres 
and 
other 
public 
places 
have 
been 


closed in that section several days. 


Abilene reported 
seven deaths 


from pneumonia and influenza and 
more than 1,000 pupils were ab- 
sent from the school there. Many 
of them were ill and others re- 
mained at home as a precaution. 


A majority of schools in Jeffer- 


son county were closed and 24,000 
pupils were warned to stay in the 
sunshine as much 
as

while buildings were 
fumigated. 


The Port Arthur school closed 
after the percentage of illness in- 
creased from 5 to 18 per cent of 
the enrollment of 10,000 yester- 
day.

ROOSEVELT'S TAX PROGRAM IS 


STILL SECRET ON EVE OF WHITE 
HOUSE PARLEY THURSDAY EVE 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 . 


While leaders of congress prepar- 
ed for a tax parley at the white 
house tonight, the nature of sug- 
gestions possibly to come from 
President Roosevelt remained a 
secret. 
Into all 
speculation, however, 
there entered the chief executive's 
warning that new taxes would be 
required for appropriations which 
are not covered in the budget es- 
timates. 
This raised the 
question 
of 


whether a forthcoming tax mea- 
sure would include provision > for 
levies to cover at least a portion 
of 
the 
more than 
52,000,000,000 
which.must be paid out for the 
soldiers' bonus, ordered by con- 
gress over the president's veto. 
The president reiterated 
some 


tax views in his veto yesterday of 
the bill to provide $50,00,000 for 
seed loans. He objected that the 
measure had been approved 
in 
congress "without making provis- 
ion for any revenue to cover such 
loans." 


While preparations went ahead 


for the conference, suggested last 
week by the president, Rep. Taber 
(R-NY) declared there was an "ab- 
solute necessity" for raising taxes, 
and that 'never in all history has 
there been a situation where the 
president has so failed to meet his 
responsibilities." 


Many of the leaders, however, 


continued to express the view that 
a suggested tax program would 
be limited to financing the new 
$500,000,000 soil conservation pro- 
gram, and replacing revenues lost

Unit Designed To Meet Growing Demands

COLLEGE STATION, Feb. 27.— 


(Spl.)—A , practical 
farm 
and 


ranch utility and cold 
jstorage 


unit, designed to meet the grow- 
ing demand for such a plant on 
the well .managed' farm or ranch, 
has been developed at the Texas 
A. and M. College. Uses of the 
plant, which might also be called 
a home'1 processing unit, are sur- 
prisingly numerpus7 Its four ma- 
jor features include -a cold storage 
room, a' scalding vat- .with furnace 
that may -be put to many uses, a 
smoke house and' a. sink with 
running water and the necessary 
large wooden work table. The 
unit-, affords 
complete 
facilities 


for the killing,; dressing, refriger- 
ation, storage 
and 
curing 
of 
meats; The large furnace .for the 
scalding vat .can be used when 
desired as a barebcue pit. The 
unit may be used as a canning; 
plant; •"laundry," for 
re'nderliig 


lard, as a milk room, for the 
storage of dairy products, eggs, 
fruits and vegetables and for var- 
ious other purposes. 
It affords, 


In short, a general utility work 
and storage room for the farm 
and ranch, not of a seasonable 
nature but for service the year 
around. 


An . important feature of 
the 
plant in the opinion of the de- 
signers is that, with the excep- 
tion of the machinery required 
for the refrigerating -unit, the 
plant with all its facilities can be 
built on the farm with ordinary 
labor, no especial skill being re- 
quired. 
The cost cari be held 


to 
minimum, if desired, this 
depending on the kind of ma- 
terial used and whether a small 
building Is already available for 
conversion Into the .unit's quar- 
ters. 


The plant at the college was 
designed by Fred Hale, chief of 
the division of swine husbandry 
of .the Texas Agricultural Exper- 
iment Station, and J. C. Harrison, 
mechanical engineer of the Texas 
Engineering Experiment 
Station. 
The only expert labor required 
was in the installation 
of the 
cold storage machinery which is 
included in its cost. 


The building at the college is 
a frame structure 
twenty feet 


square and ten feet high, 
the 
frame walls being set on two- 
foot concrete base of 
five-inch 


walls. The floor of the structure 
is concrete with slope to a drain 
in the center. 


The cold storage room has In- 
side dimensions of 4x6x8 feet, a 


total of 192 cubic feet of space. 
The double walls are of tongue- 
in-groove sheeting, both inside and 
outside, on 2x8 studs.. The sheet- 
ing was put on over builder's 
paper and the 8-inch space be- 
tween the walls filled with gran- 
ulated cork. The double doors, 
with air space between,, fasten 
against felt sealing strips. Home- 
made wedge-type latches are used. 
Ordinary gas engine is used for 
the refrigerating 
unit!. 
Interior 


of the cold storage room is cov- 
ered with two coats of aluminum 
paint. 


The furnace Is eighteen Inches 


wide and five feet, eight inches 
long (interior dimensions) with 
open pit in front. Brick smoke- 
stack leads out through the roof 
of the building. The furnace Is 
open at the top and is. built of 
concrete. When not in use the 
scalding vat can be lifted off the 
furnace, permitting use of latter 
for other purposes. 


The smoke house is of simple 


construction, having an interior 
four feet wide, three feet deep 
and eight feet high. An ordi- 
nary galvanized iron wash tub, 
partly 
filled 
with dirt, serves 


well as a firebox.

a slander." 


The two aides who have been 


dismissed are Commander H. Mc- 
Coy Jones and Frederick b. Ad- 
ams, their dismissal has not been 
announced formally but will be 
shortly. 


The dismissal was attributed to 
their refusal to answer questions 
regarding premature release of a 
report 
criticizing 
present ship 
safeguards. 


"I'm not going to resign now,"

NAVARRO PLAYED 


PROMINENT PART 


IN TEXAS HISTORY 


WAS CLOSELY IDENTIFIED 
WITH STEPHEN F. AUSTIN 


AND SAM HOUSTON

Born in a decade in the 


history 
of the 
American 


continent 
that 
produced 


some 
of 
its 
outstanding 


characters in all walks of 
life, Jose Antonio Navarro, 
a native of Texas, had a 
career that equalled that of 
any of his more widely known con- 
temporaries. Even today only a 
scattering of highpoints of his life 
are known to the residents of the 
county which bears his name. 


Among Navarro's closest friends 
and 
contemporaries 
were Sam 


Houston, first president of the Re- 
public of Texas, and Stephen F. 
Austin, both only two years older 
and both natives of other states. 
Among his contemporaries in the 
states" were George Bancroft, his- 
torian; James Gordon Bennett, 
James Harper, and Thulow Weed, 
publishers and newspaper men, 
•Johns Hopkins, founder of the uni- 
versity bearing his name; John 
Ericsson and Charles Goodyear, 
arid Samuel F. B. Morse, inventors; 
among the literary men were Wil- 
«am Cullen Bryant J°?ePh *<£- 
man Drake, Nathaniel Hawthorne, 
Ralph Waldo Emerson; William ±1. 
McGuffey of textbook fame; Wil- 
liam H. Seward, secretary of state, 
and many others of like calibre. 
At the presentation of the por- 
trait of Navarro to the county four 
years ago, a sketch of his life was 
Presented by Richard Mays. Be- 
c£use of « revival of Interest In 
historical literature, a summary of 
this work is presented again. 
Born In San Antonio 
TJnviirro was born in San An- 
tonto on February 27, 1795, the son 
of Don Angel Navarro, a native of 
the Isle of Corsica who rose to the 
rank of colonel In the Spanish 
Smy, then Immigrated to Mexico, 
married Joseph* Ruiz, and after 
several years settled In San An- 
tonio and entered the mercantile 


"Antonio received as good an edu- 
cation as was 
afforded by the 
times and later studied law, be- 
coming a practitioner by the age 
of 25? continuing in '-Is profession 
until his public services demanded 
all of his time. In 1825 he was 
married to Margarita dela Garza 
of Mier, Mexico. He was the father 
of seven children by this marriage, 
and two of his sons later served in 
the Confederate Army. 
He represented the District of 


Bexar In the Congress of the State 
of Coahuila and Texas in 1828,-and 
voted in favor of a bill to permit 
Immigrants to bring their slaves 
Into the territory with them,.and 
by his vote was branded as an 
"Americanized Texan" by his as- 
sociates. He retired from public 
life temporarily and established a 
ranch near San Antonio in what Is 
now Atascosa county, later becom- 
ing land commissioner for DeWitt s 


In 1833 he was elected by the 
Junto Electorial of the States of 
Coahuila and Texas as supplement- 
ary representative from the Bexar 
district; he was land commis- 
sioner for the Bexar district in 
1834-35. In 1835 he was elected to 
the Federal Congress of Mexico 
as senator from Coahuila and Texas 
but because he knew of the secret 
plans for a revolt from Mexico he 
declined to qualify. 
. 
Signer of Historic Documents 
With. Samuel A. Maverick, he 
was a member from the Bexar dis- 
trict to the 
convention held at 
Washington 
on 
the Brazos on 
March 2, 1836, and was also a mem- 
ber of the first constitutional con- 
vention on March 1 . He was a 
signer of both 
of these historic 
documents, and was one of four of 
the leading Spanish families who 
joined the fight for independence. 
In 1838, he represented the Bexar 
district in the congress of the Re- 
public of Texas. In 1841, he was 
named one of three commissioners 
to accompany the Ill-fated Santa 
Fe expedition, and was captured 
by the Mexicans near San Miguel, 
N. M., and later taken to Mexico 
City, a journey requiring almost 
fc r months. 
Navarro was tried by courtmar- 
tlal and sentenced to death, but 
for some reason the extreme pen- 
sdty was set aside and he was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment in the 
dungeon of the tropical prison of 
San Juan D'Ulloa at Vera Cruz 
wl'—re he was kept in solitary con- 
finement until 1845, when he was 
permitted to escape when the Mex- 
ican administrations were chang- 
ed, and Sant Anna was no longer 
In power. During his captivity he 
Was offered his liberty and high of- 
fice if he 
would 
renounce and 
abandon Texas, which he refused 
to accept.Elected Delegate 
Upon his return home in 1845 he 
was elected a delegate to the con- 


: vention which passed the joint reso- 
lution providing for the annexation 
of Texas to the "-'ted States; he 
was also a utnbef of the conven- 
tion which adopted the first state

Celebration today of the 141st1 


anniversary of the birth of Jose 
Antonio Navarro, one of the found- 
ers of Texas, on February 27, 1795, 
in San Antonio recalls the rich but 
little publicized contributions of 
the Corsican-Spaniard wno played 
a distinguished role along with 
Sam Houston and his close friend, 
Stephen F. Austin, In the early days 
of the settlement of the southwest. 
Since this county .was named in 
honor of the great patriot, and 
even Corsicana derived Its name 
from the original home of his fath- 
er (the Isle of Corsica, In the Medi- 
terranean), the work of Navarro 
becomes the rich heritage of those 
who were born in this area or who 
call this portion of central Texas 
their home. 


Oil Fainting of Navarro 
Four years ago a beautiful oil 
painting of Navarro, executed by 
Jacob Stosseck, was presented to 
the citizenry by Richard Mays, at- 
torney and member of the same 
profession which the patriot fol- 
lowed before his public services oc- 
cupied all of his time. The paint- 
ing now hangs in the Thirteenth 
Judicial District Courtroom on the 
second floor of the courthouse. The 
portrait was unveiled by R. L. Cal- 
kins, Jr., a grandson of the late 
Judge C. M. Winkler, first Navarro 
county representative In the Texas

movement was centered In Corsi- 
cana, headquarters for the event. 
The aid and co-operation Corsl- 
cana and Navarro residents kept 


ate beginning his term In the first 
legislature. 
Navarro county was created by 
act of the First Texas Legislature 
on April 25, 1846,'and was organ- 
ized on July 13, of the same year. 
In 1848, he joined with Judge C. 
M. Winkler in securing passage of 
a measure moving the county seat 
of Navarro county from Howe's 
residence to Corsicana. 
Antonio Navarro died at his home

The county was 
created by an act of the First 
Texas legislature on April 25, 1846, 
with Navarro as a member of the 
senate, about a year after he had 
escaped from the dungeon of the 
tropical prison of San Juan D'Ulloa 
at Vera Cruz. The county was or- 
ganized on July 13, 1846, and ori- 
ginally Included the greater part of 
what Is now known as Central 
Texas. 


Unveiling of the statue 


of Jose Antonio Navarro to 
be erected in this county 
sometime this year by a di- 
rect descendant of the Tex- 
as patriot has become a 
strong possibility following 
the receipt of a letter re- 
cently by Mayor J. S. Murchlson. 


The statue will be located on the 
lawn of the Navarro county court- 
house but other details remain to 
be divulged by the Texas Centen- 
nial 
Control Commission who 
awarded the monument. A repre- 
sentative of the commission Is now 
on tour in North Texas visiting 
the sites of other monuments and 
is expected to visit Corslcana 
shortly on the final details of the 
project. 


The letter is self-explanatory: 
The Honorable Mayor, 
Corsicana, Texas. 
Dear Sir: 
As a past president, and as the 


Incoming president of the Clara 
Driscoll Sevler Chapter, Daugh- 
ters of the Republic of Texas, also 
as a member of the State Board 
of Management of the Daughters 
of the Republic of Texas, I am tak- 
ing the liberty of addressing you 
regarding the monument which is 
to be erected in your city to the 
memory of Antonio Navarro. We 
have living here in Corpus Christ! 
a great great granddaughter of An- 
tonio Navarro and his wife Theo- 
dora Corsicana (for whose family 
the city of Corsicana was named) 
and I am anxious to have this lit- 
tle lady unveil this monument and 
take part in its dedication upon Us 
completion if it can possibly be ar- 
ranged. It seems to me that this 
would be particularly fitting and 
would certainly add a great deal 
to the historical color and signifi- 
cance of the occasion. 


This chapter of the Daughters 


of the Republic of Texas would 
greatly appreciate this honor .being 
conferred upon this young lady. I 
wish to make it clear that I am in 
no way related with the young 
lady in question and my Interest 
In the matter is purely disinter- 
ested and Is prompted by the desire 
to see the historical significance 
of our Centennial carried out to 
the fullest. I have also addressed a 
letter to the Board of Control at 
Austin regarding this matter and 
in an attempt to have this request 
granted.

$12,000,000,000 still unpaid. 
In the present state of our 
national treasury we could 
use six billion 
of 
foreign 


cash or credit to very good 
advantage. 


As matters stand, our for- 


eign debtors are using all 
their foreign resources in 
preparing for another big 
war; and when' that war 
once starts, our chances of 
col'ecting any more of the 
World War debts will be 
absolutely wiped out. 


It wouldn't have to be all 


cash ptvments, either. We 
could have been getting sub- 
stantial 
payments 
right 


along if we had been will- 
ing to accept goods. And 
surely 
there 
are 
many 


kinds of goods produced by 
the debtor nations that we 
could use without compet- 
ing mischievously with our 
own products. 
We might 


even take a little territory 
—say a few more West In- 
dian islands 
from. Great 


Britain and France, if they 
are not too proud to part 
with superfluous real es- 
tate.

Automobile Deductions. 


With the number of automo- 


bile owners registering in 
the 


millions, the question of deduc- 
tions for the cost of operation 
and maintenance of a motor car 
frequently arises. 
The purchase 


price of an automobile, whether 
is it to be used for business or 
pleasure, cannot be deducted from 
gross income. If used for busi- 
ness, it' is a capita) expenditure; 
if used for pleasure, it is a per- 
sonal 
expenditure—both 
deduc- 


tions being expressly 
prohibited 


by the income-tax law. 


Several 
deductions, 
however, 


are allowable in connection with 
the cost of maintenance and op- 
eration of an automobile, used 
either for business or pleasure. 
If used exclusively far business, 
deductions may be taken for the 
cost of gasoline, oil, repairs, gar- 
age rent, and other necessary op- 
oration and upkeep expenses. De- 
preciation, based on the cost of 
the car and its estimated useful 
life, also Is deductible. 


Other deductible items are as 


follows; 
Sums paid during the 


taxable year for registration fees, 
drivers' licenses, personal 
prop- 


erty tax, and municipal taxes; in- 
terest on money borrowed for the 
business or. for 
pleasure; 
loss 


sustained by reason of damage 
while car Is being used for busi- 
ness, provided such loss is not 
covered by insurance or 
other- 


wise; damages paid for injury to 
another, provided that the 
car 


was being used for business at 
tho time, and the damage was 
not covered by insurance or other- 
wise; and the amount paid for 
Insurance on motor vehicles used 
for business pun-poses.

Deduction For Tax on Motor Gas. 
If an automobile is used for 


both business and pleasure, all of 
the maintenance and 
operating 


expenses 
connected 
therewith, 


which constitute allowable deduc- 
tions for federal income-tax pur- 
poses, should be allocated to the 
two uses on the basis of the time 
that it is used for each. For ex- 
ample, if the total expense of op- 
eration and 
maintenance, 
plus 


depreciation, for the taxable year 
amounted to $800, and the car 
was used three fourths of the 
time for business and the balance 
of the time for pleasure, the ; 
lowable deduction for federal in- 
come-tax purposes would be $600. 


If - a law which Imposes a tax 


on gasoline shows that the tax 
is imposed on the consumer and 
not on the dealer, the consumer 
may deduct as a tax, for federal 
income-tax purposes, the amount 
of the gasoline tax paid by him; 
but the taxpayer must have kept 
records of the payment of such 
taxes in order that the deduction 
may be substantiated 
as is re- 


quired by the law and the regu- 
lations. The federal gasoline tax 
is not deductible by the consum- 
er. 
A taxpayer 
may ascertain 


whether the gasoline tax imposed 
by a state is deductible by the 
consumer or by the dealer by ad- 
dressing an inquiry to the col- 
lector of internal revenue for his 
district. 
In any case where the gasoline 


purchased is used for business 
purposes the tax may be added 
to the cost of the gasoline and 
deducted as a business expense; 
but where that is done, the gaso- 
line tax cannot be deducted sep- 
arately under the item of taxes,

To obtain a deduction for trav- 


eling expenses, which form 
an 


important item in the returns of 
many taxpayers,

AAA replacement bill agreed upon 
in conference yegterday, made the 
statement to reporterg ghortly af- 
ter the executive's veto -was read 
in the senate. 


The President took the position 


that sufficient funds for lending 
to distressed farmers were avail- 
able under the work relief act, 
that the farmerg not in §uch dire 
straits should seek loans in nor- 
mal channels, and that congress 
went outside budget estimates and

half dozen senators. 


Robinson literally stormed out 


his word* in heated reply to Has- 
tings. 
He asserted that Hagood 


"violated" the army code In tak- 
ing part In politics by criticizing 
the administratve agency. 


"And 
there is at least one more 


corps 
commander." 
Robinson 


shouted, "who is actively engaged 
in politics, who has a candidate 
for his own for the presidency 
and boasts he is making efforts 
in his behalf. 


"Is he a new dealer," Interrupt- 


ed Hastings. 


"No," snapped Robinson, he is 


an old dealer like yourself." 


He gave General Bolles' name 


In response to a direct question 
from Hastings, but did not name 
the candidate he was assertedly 
supporting.

PERMANENT NATURE 


PUSHEDJN COUNTY 


EXTENSION 6TflME NEEDED 


TO INSURE COMPLETION 


OF ALL PROJECTS 


By PAUL MOORE. 
Improvements of a per- 


manent nature and needed 
repairs to the city lake dam 
and the roads of Navarro 
county are seen in a survey 
and inspection trip to the 
WPA projects now in prog- 
ress. 
The work being done at Lake 


Halbert, Corslcana city reservoir, 
affects approximately 20,000 peo- 
ple directly, one-third of the pop- 
ulation of the county. The dam 
at the lake was in a dangerous 
condition, according to competent 
engineers and officials. 
The mid- 


dle of the dam was about seven 
feet lower than it was intended 
and the main dam was narrow 
and an unusual rainy season could 
have easily burst It, necessitating 
the voting of another big bond 
issue 
for reconstruction. 


The reservoir dam is being rip- 
rapped and the stone will replace 
the present breakwater of planks, 
eliminating the expense of contin- 
ual repairs. 
The dam is being 
raised to 
the 
proper 
height 


through the project now In prog- 
ress In addition to the doubling of 
the width of the dam, calculated to 
insure against the danger of a 
break. 
Many people have been 


employed for months on this proj- 
ect, and the work will not be com- 
pleted for some time. The second 
dam is about half finished. 


A road is being constructed on 


the southern side of the lake and 
dams to catch silt from the wat- 
ershed to protect the lake are con- 
lemplated. 
The northern side of 


the lake has been beautified with 
the making of McLendon Park 
and other improvements. 


Road Construction. 


Second in importance to Corsl- 


cana and the No. i project as 
far as citizens of the rural sec- 
Ions are concerned, Is the system 


of improved roads now under con- 
struction In all sections with the 
ixceptlon of the extreme south- 
western part of the county. 


Oiled and chat roads and grav- 


eled affairs are on the program. 
Much 
widening of 
thc 
county 


roads, moving back 
of fences, 
straightening of curves and other 
ireliminary work has been done. 
Approximately three-quarters of a 
mile of gravel has been laid on 
.he 12-mile road extending from 
Kerens to intersect Highway 22 
outh, while the grading and other 
work has progressed to a point 
near Round Prairie. A gravel road 
from Kerens to the Kerens city 
ake is practically completed and 
plans call for a similar road in a 
northerly direction into the Ba- 
zelte area. 
Moving back of fences and clear- 
ng of right of way is in progress 
in the extension of the East Fifth 
avenue road cast of Chambers 
creek. It is planned to gravel the 
road from Chatfield to intersect 
Highway 75 between Corslcana and 


and the road from Roane to 
Powell Is slated for Improvement. 


About, one-third of a mile of 
he road from Emhouse toward 
Jryer Creek to the Cunnigham 
arms has been graveled while the 
•oad work has been finished into 
Emhouse. 
Work of clearing the right of 
way of the road from the northern 
extremity of the Black Hills later- 
al road to Emhouse has 
been 


started. 


One Road Finished. 
TRe road from Cryer Creek to 


Drane has been finished with the 
exception of the 
oil 
treatment. 
Work is in progress from Dranc 
n a westerly direction to extend 
:o Emmett. The right of way Is 
being grubbed preparatory to the 
grading work. 


Crews are clearing the right of 
way on the 18-mile road extending, 
'rom Ellis county to Dawson via 
Frost and Brushy Prairie. 


Much of the work from Corbet 
o Highway 31 has been complet- 
:d. while considerable preparatory- 
work has been done on roads in 
.he vicinity of Navarro and Chen- 
eyboro. 
Improvements are slated in the 


Dak Valley and Hamilton ceme- 
:ery areas. 


The most striking thing to the 
casual observer on the road prop- 
osition is the lasting benefits de- 
ived, even should the all-weather 
:ype of surface not be made, as 
he county roads have been widen- 
ed to 60 feet, insuring cheaper 
maintenance and grading. 
Many 


of the county roads were only 
slightly over 20 feet wide with a 
majority being only 30 or 35 feet 
wide. 
These narrow lanes have 


been problems facing the county 
commissioners for years, as the 
naintenance cost was high due to 
he ditches close to the road bed 
and the natural tendency to eat 
into the roadbed. Under the new 
set-up, wide roadbeds are being 
milt and the ditches are being 
Jack-sloped. 
In addition to the widening of 


:he roads, repaired and new brid- 
jea are replacing the old ones. 
The Navarro county commission- 
ers court recently adopted a sup- 
plemental budget of $5,000 
for 


each of the precincts to Insure 
he continuance of the work with- 
out interruption. The maintenance 
cost of the 
roads 
in Navarro 


county will be materially reduced 
with the completion of the new 
system. 


Time Extension Needed, 
There is one thing that is both- 
ring officials—the present govern- 
mental program is supposed to be 
completed by June. Unless there 
's an extension of time, the Na- 
.rarro county system of improved 
ateral 
roads will be far 
from 


completed for a number of rea- 
sons. The program was not start- 
ed until about five months after 
t should have lo have received 
he full time. Another thing that 
has proven troublesome is the in- 
clement, weather conditions en- 
countered during the past several 
weeks. 
Some officials are of the 


opinion that there will be an ex- 
ension of time to complete the 
work now under way, but they 
have no official assurance that the 
xtension will be granted. If the 
extension is not granted, much of 
he hard-surfacing of the lateral 
roads will not be completed, but 
practically all of them will be 
viclened, 
bridges improved, 
and 


he roads will be in the best con- 
dition In the history of the coun- 
y, and also in the best shape 
'or maintenance.

Anything that helps you build up sales is worth con- 
sideration. But the next time a manufacturer asks you to stock • 
certain product because it is advertised — ask him what kind of adver- 
tising he is using. 


know that the biggest support. a manufacturer ca.n give you i» 


newspaper advertising that reaches practically all your customers in 
your own market. -Anything less than this means the manufacturer 
is "passing the buck" to you. He is -hiding behind a thinly spread 
campaign, and letting you do the job of local selling by yourself. 
If this is the case, send or show the following facts to the manufac- 
turer, and ask him what's what? Doesn't he consider your market 
.worth developing? Does he expect you to sell his goods if he doesn t 
believe enough in his product to .tell your customers about it? 
Every year manufacturers make their budgets for advertising their 
products where they have distribution in order to create and keep 
created local consumption. 
If their co-operative advertising campaign Is closely woven into the 
.local dealers plans and cover the local 4ealer» trade territory . pro- 
'perly it means business for both. 
: 


In placing their products for distribution among local dealers the am- 
bitious salesmen make many promises of advertising co-operation as 
an inducement to get their products sold. Some of these promises 
are carried out, with the majority not carried out. 
.The manufacturers' salesmen, when calling on the local dealers, dis- 
play an elaborate illuminated advertising campaign with lots of data, 


v 
bound nicely in attractive coven, showing what they claim is a so- 
Called "national campaign." In checking over such a proposed ad- 
vertising campaign the local dealer will find that it does not touch 
his -trade territory, nor will it give him any local sales assistance. 
Nine out of ten such broad claims of, assistance is nothing more than 
a "straw man" in the advertising field. 
: 


Speak up and express dissatisfaction when traveling men present 
such elaborate .portfolios to show what they claim they will do in 
the way of 'advertising co-operation by running all of their advertis- 
ing in so-called national magazines, radio and hard-to-find bill 
boards. 
Be suspicious of the salesman who holds out as "bait" for an order, 
a,:hazy and indefinite promise of some local advertising. Ask him 
• 
just ;exactly what he means by "local help," and have him include 
such promises of local advertising help on the sale slip with the or- 
der you give him BO that a correct and recognized record will be 
kept. When vaguely defined by salesman as "local advertising as- 
sistance" he might have in mind billboards somewhere in the country 
that are hard to find and hard to read due to fast moving cars, 'or 
radio 'broadcasts which may or may not be heard in your home 'locaJr 
ity. In many cases such help is just "talk" with lio backing what- 
ever from the head of the firm. 
There are many manufacturers who gladly give full local .co-oper- 
ative advertising assistance to the local dealer in creating and main- 
tining sales of their products, such co-operation being paid for by 
them out of their national advertising appropriations, and not forced 
on the local dealer at the local dealers own expense. 
, 


In many cases there are manufacturers who try; and impose the cost 
of their so-called advertising co-operation on the local dealers which 
is a great imposition if the local dealer falls for. such a plan. 


...... There is no good reason why a local dealer should spend his own money 


in advertising any particular article carried in stock in competition 
with the many other brands of merchandise Carried. What the local 
dealer wants to do with his own advertising money is to spend it in ad- 
yertising his whole store and all of its products, and in his own way, 
and in his own trade territory where he will get definite local results. 
•The manufacturer who is considerate and recognizes what the local 
dealers mean to them does not hesitate to give a liberal share of ad- 
vertising appropriation for local coverage in advertising their products. 
Others place their advertising on a percentage of sales made, while 
others try and slip in the "back way" by giving what is termed ad- 
vertising discounts on invoices made. 
In such cases as these the local dealer will not get his pro rata share of 
the local advertising promised unless he is persistent in demanding

what is coming to him. If he is -not persistent in his claims along the 
line such advertising co-operation will be lost and the alert dealer 
somewhere else will get it.

center who is waiting to get it. 
If the local dealer does not take advantage of his own percentage of 
advertising co-operation he is entitled to, such sales will be claimed 
and reflected in adjacent markets that will get the benefit of this ex- 
tra advertising. 
Here are some facts to propound to the next salesman who calls on you. 
Go into the matter thoroughly with him and urge your claims and you 
will get them carried out. By doing so outside help to make sales will 
be given you, which linked with your own sales and advertising plans 
will mean more business. 


Tell These Facts to Manufacturers Whose Goods 


You Sell 


If your maufacturer doesn't know these facts, or if he's never thought 
of them, or if he's deliberately ignoring them, it's your duty to your- 
self and him to call this data to his attention. You're working with .him 
• 


—and he's working with you—to get more business. You give him 
the best support you can. Tell him that what you expect from him is 
a good product, a good profit margin, and good advertising. 
.Good .advertising means more than a gesture; more than spreading

Jfrrpm home, thereby bringing the number down to 81 homes with radios 
^ready for reception. 
*|bf the 31 homes the survey shows that an average of only 24 radios 
g|are in action every twenty-four hours, with the dial turned on for sev- 
fMeral different stations which brings the average reception down for 
JfiBny one program. 
.*|The survey .also shows that 47 per cent of the above radios tuned in 
fcis between 7 and 10 o'clock in the evening, with the rest of the twety-

The best radio programs also crowd out other programs, thereby 
spoiling the listening public to where they want the best or nothing, 
arid the survey shows that out of the above radios tuned in there are 
only 13 radios receiving the programs from the best stations, with 5 
listening in on the second best programs and 2 listening to the third 
best stations.

It is advised that communities should beware of the so-called co-oper- 
ative community radio programs, the promoters of which are more in- 
terested in getting your money than giving local advertising coverage 
in your trade territory. 
Just because there is a radio in the'home does not mean that it is tun- 
ed in on any particular advertisers program, and if it is tuned in, re- 
member the above average reception.it will get. Remember also, that 
no;advertiser has the right of way, nor can they be assured of any de- 
finite radio coverage.

The manufacturer's salesmen work the "so-called national advertis- 
ing campaign" overtime trying to convince the local dealers that such 
an intensive national campaign as his firm will do covers the universe 
and will perform miracles, when in fact this is just another sales talk 
given the salesman that is inspired by the magazine publishers. The 
truth about the claims of the. magazines is that they try to cover too 
much territory and make too many broad claims, and when checking 
up on the population of the nation and comparing it with the circula- 
tion of the magazine it will be found that it is insignificant, and scat- 
tered so that the subscribers are hard to locate, with very little cover- 
age in your immediate trade territory. 
To bring this fact right down to the local field the following circula- 
tions of seven of the most popular magazines coming into the Corsi- 
cana trade territory are as follows, with the average of other maga- 
zines coming here being much less: 
Circulations of magazines coming to this trade territory are as follows: 
Literary Digest 342, McCall's Magazine 321, National Geographic 
Magazine 106, Pictorial Review 389, Saturday Evening Post 466, True 
Story 304, Woman's Home Companion 231.

By comparing these small circulations with the many thousands of paid 
subscribers to your local newspaper is ridiculous. It would be too cost- 
ly to give you such co-operative national advertising in the above 
magazines that cover only a small percentage of the population, and 
then the magazines are weeklies and monthlies, with no direct adver- 
tising appeal that will help out the local situation that you are inter- ' 
ested in. 
A check-up will also show that newspaper advertising not only covers 
the local markets and overlaps the'magazine coverage, but that it is 
accepted and preferred over all other first class advertising media. 


Direct By Mail 


So-called direct by mail help is almost prohibitive and experienced ad- 
vertisers claim is a great waste of money, as such matter has no defin- 
ite distribution, nor does it go to paid subscribers who want to read ifc. 
The distribution of such material is an unknown and indefinite prob- 
lem, with the percetage of its value in the advertising field so low that 
it should not be considered. Remember, that printed matter, no matter 
what it might be or how good it looks, is not advertising until it is dis- 
tributed, received and read. 


Out-Door Advertising 


A revised survey of the effect of outdoor advertising shows a decline 
of reader attention due to several new obstacles, mainly the speed of 
automobiles as they pass the boards, and public sentiment against bill 
boards on the highways, etc. 
Then there is no change of copy, nor does copy make local reference 
to local dealers. Also weather conditions confine the public in and 
around the home. 
Regardless of weather conditions the newspaper is delivered at the 
home every day, and is there for the whole family to read and enjoy— 
it is something new every day with a variety 6"f important and inter- 
esting attractions that make the advertising space that much more 
valuable.

ON AMQUNTAIN OF WONDER * 


They Nearly Missed a High Hour of Revela- 


tion, When the.Long-Time Dead Reappear- 
ed—The Meaning of the Transfiguration of 
Jesus. 
^ 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


Today needs .yesterday for its 


Interpretation. Perspective is es- 
sential to perception. It is the 
men of short views who see our 
times as 
hopeless. 
The wise, 


who can survey the long course 
of history, are reassured: what 
Is now has been before and will 
be again. 
Even Jesus, with eyes fixed on 


Calvary, 
looming grimly 'but a 


few months 
ahead, needed the 


comforting reassurance of two of 
His great predecessors, who had 
undergone experiences akin to His 
own. Therefore He was granted 
the mysterious hour 
on 
the 


Mount 
of 
Transfiguration—an 


hour of ecstacy to prepare for 
long ordeal. 
Ecstacy never lasts. It has its 


place; and we may pity the per- 
son into whose life no high mo- 
ments of ecstacy ever come. God 
never 
meant that his children 


should spend all their days grub- 
bing in material 
things, with 
heads bent down and vision ob- 
scured. That is why He gives us 
love, and sunsets, the birds and 
flowers, and the spirit of adven- 
ture, and great 
loyalties, 
and 
spiritual rapture. The landscape 
of every life should Include 
Mount of Transfiguration. 


Where Did It All Happen? 
There has never 
been 
agree- 


ment: amongst scholars as to the 
exact mountain which was the 
scene of the Transfiguration. The 
Roman Catholic church has given 
her attestation to the beautifully 
rounded mountain, 
just 
below 
Nazareth, called 
Mt. Tabor. 
I 


have, of course, visited it, and en- 
joyed the exquisite new church at 
the top, which is successor to 
several other 
churches 
which 
have been built there through- 
out the centuries. There is one 
stained glass window which is 
alone worth escending the moun- 
tain to see. 


Most Biblical 
students, 
how- 
ever, identify Mt. Hermon as the 
site of the Transfiguration—Mt. 
Hermon, the highest and most 
sublime mountain 
in the 
Holy 
Land, which dominates the scene 
from every direction. Even from 
the depths of the Dead Sea val- 
ley I have caught a gorgeous 
view of the snow-covered crest of 
Hermon. 
Before 
the 
incident 


which is our Lesson, Jesus and 
His disciples had been at Cae- 
earea Philippl, at the southern 
edge of Mt. Hermon. The lone- 
liness and sublimity of Hermon's 
height seems a more natural set- 
ting for the story, especially since 
Mt. Tabor is supposed to have 
been covered by a villlage in the 
lifetime of the Lord. 
Wichever mountain 
was 
the 


physical location of the unique 
event, we know that it was a 
place of solitude and seclusion, 
to which Jesus, accompanied by 
Hit! three closest friends, retired 
for prayer. It all happened ac- 
cording to our author, "as He was 
praying;" and it would be in- 
teresting to set down other sig- 
nificent 
consequences 
of 
the 


prayertimes of Christ.. 


The Sleepy Three. 
Not all who are close to the 
great are themselves great. One 
recalls the 
small-minded 
secre- 
taries who hamper public offi- 
cials, preventing access to them 
of persons whom they most need 
to see. 
Until after His resur- 


rection, the intimate friends of 
Jesus were unequal to their op- 
portunities. They never did real- 
ly understand 
Him fully 
until 


He had left them. 


On the present occasion, the 
three closest of Christ's friends, 
chosen to go up the mountain 
with Him,, were drowsy, even as 
they later were at Gethesemane. 
They seem to have missed the 
first stages of the marvellous ex- 
perience, and the advent of Moses 
and 
Elijah. 
But 
when 
fully 
awake, they 
perceived 
that a 
strange radiance animated 
their 


Master—a glowing glory that per- 
vaded the very texture of His 
being, and made even His rai- 
ment dazzling Tfhitc. 


Nobody can explain this Trans- 


figuration; though we have seen 
faint semblances of it in the lus- 
trous faces of persons of rare 
spirituality, especially during or 
after some high emotional exper- 
ience. 
Perhaps it is the soul 
•hining through the body. In any 
case, it suggests the possibility 
of a finer, fairer, freer life than 
we know normally. "Count your 
highest 
moments 
your truest," 
said Phillips Brooks. The glori- 
fied Christ was revealed on the 
mountain top in the person of the 
human Jesus. 
A Rendezvous With The Dead. 
On that lonely mountain top, 
Jesus kept rendezvous with the 
two Old Testament 
characters 


whose experiences had been likest 
to His own—Moses and Elijah. 
They, too, had been despised and 
rejected of men, men of 
sor- 


rows and acquainted with grief. 
Of the manner of Moses' death 
knew no man; and Elijah had 
been carried 
to heaven in a 
chariot, of fire. Now, radiant in 
celestial 
appearance, 
but 
not 


more 
so than 
the 
Man with 


whom they met, they had return- 
ed from 
a. realm of glory 
to 


collogue with a 
Greater 
than 
themselves.

of death. 
Oldest and 


profoundest of the questions hu- 
manity has been Basking 
itself 


throughout the ages is that which 
concerns the persistence of per- 
sonality after death. "If a man 
die, shall he live again?" 


Clear and unmistakable comes 


the answer from the Mount of 
Transfiguration. 
Moses and Eli- 
jah had lived long centuries be- 
fore. Yet here they were, recog- 
nizable in their own glorified per- 
sonalities, before the sleep-cleared 
eyes of the three disciples. Ev- 
erybody who believes the Bible 
must accept this clear evidence 
that personality does persist in 
heaven. We shall know one an- 
other there. 


Foolish Peter proposed that they 


should build booths and remain 
on the Mount of Transfiguration; 
but Jesus knew, and His friends 
must learn, that life's real work 
lies on the plains below, where 
the demon-possessed, the sick and 
the needy await.

IDENTITY OF "ROPE WALKER" 


KILLED HERE 52 YEARS AGO 
REMAINS UNSOLVED MYSTERY 


By JOHN SAM HASLAM ' 


On a little lichen and moss cov- 


ered marble tombstone In the He- 
brew cemetery here are two simple 
words—"Rope Walker." 


There Is no other information- 
no identity of the person buried 
under 
that 
brick . surrounded 


mound—no date of that person's 
birth,—or even death. 


Down on Commerce street, in 
the. safe of the Goldsmith Broth- 
ers dry goods store is a somewhat 
ancient volume of Hebrew burial 
records, and on 
the 
yellowed 


pages of this book is the only clue 
to the identity of that person: 
"- 
Fell from Trapeze—1884." 
The space allotted to names is 


blank, and the succinct statement 
of. how he met his end is con- 
tained in the next space; and is 
followed by the year. The records 
now are kept by Ben Goldsmith, 
secretary of the Hebrew Cemetery 
Association, but at that time, by 
Max London. 
Late Monday afternoon 
more 
than a dozen persons were visited 
and interviewed before the fol- 
lowing story could be pieced out: 
Happened 52 -Tears Ago. 


One afternoon 52 years ago, after 


children had been dismissed from 
Capt. J. A. Townsend's school, a 
rope had been stretched from the 
roof of an old frame building 
which later was the site of the 
First State bank building, to a 
similarly constructed building now 
housing the Louis Hashop Con- 
fectionery. In the 
first 
named 
building was Bernard Simon's gro- 
cery store, while the present Ha- 
shop location was the "Blue Front" 
drug store, operated by one Dr. 
Carter. 


Tied from roof-top to roof-top, 
the rope was about 20 feet from 
the. ground, and ranged "catty-cor- 
nered" across Beaton street and 
Fifth avenue. 
At that time in Corsicana the 


opportunity of seeing a daredevil 


walk a tight rope was a carnival 
occasion, and practically everybody 
in town had come from near and 
far over the dusty, unpaved streets 
and board sidewalks to see the 
event. 


As eyes were focused on the 
Simon building, a medium-sized 
man appearing to be about 40 
years of age, climbed to the roof; 
fastened a wood-stove on his back, 
to begin his perilous trip across 
the rope. 


To the surprise of the villagers, 
the man had but one leg, the oth- 
er being a wooden limb. The bot- 
tom end of the false lee was 
notched to fit the rope. 


As the rope-walker reached the 


middle of the street intersection, 
sliding his notched wooden 
leg 


along the rope and cautiously pull- 
ing the other after, he became 
overbalanced and 
fell 
to 
the 


ground, landing on his frontstdes, 
with the stove crushing on top of 
his body. 


Women and children screamed 


and fainted. Some of the older 
men surged forward in a body to 
where the man had fallen. Some 
fathers and brothers took their 
daughters and sisters Inside near- 
by stores "for protection" and then 
joined the other men to give what 
assistance they could. 


The man was taken to the Mol- 
loy hotel, around 
the 
corner, 


where Dr. Gulick was summoned, 
and performed what 
first 
aid 


treatment was available at that 
time. 


The broken man told some of 
the bedside attendants that he was 
a member of a Methodist church, 
and asked for a minister of that 
denomination. Rev. Abe Mulkey 
came and talked for some time 
to the man. 
Later in the evening, Dr. Gulick 


reported the man was dying, and 
that he wanted to talk 
to 
"a 


Jew man." Mr. Simon, owner ot, 
one of the stores, was summoned, 


and with the dying man, repeated 
the Jewish prayers in Hebrew. 


Refused Information. 
The rope-walker totd Mr. Simon 
that he had been "joking" when 
he said he was a Methodist, but 
really was 
an 
Orthodox 
Jew, 


which was proven to Mr. Simon's 
satisfaction when he repeated his 
prayers in Hebrew. During his 
several Interviews he refused to 
divulge his name or residence, or 
any information concerning his 
identity. 
The broken body was laid to 
rest in the Jewish cemetery here 


through the benevolence 
ot 
JL 
number of Corsicana Hebrews. 
™ 


Not a word was ever learned of 
the man's identity, and it wail 
some time later before the little 
marble tombstone was put at th« 
head of the grave, which now may1 
be seen near the Third avenue en- 
trance to the cemetery. 
:
